Some ofi the points may be summed up 
briefly. President Roosevelt and the heads 
of the armed forces In the United States re- 
gard Great Britain* and France as a valuable 
barrier against totalitarian progress and 
would lend whatever aid they could without 
getting into trouble. In this respect the situ- 
ation Is better for Great Britain than from 
1914 to 1917 when President Wilson observed 
strict neutrality.

But Isolation sentiment in the States Is 
stronger than many people think. The feel- 
ings engendered In the American Revolution 
have been largely overcome, but not entirely 
banished. Americans In general mistrust the 
Intentions of the British Government They 
think Britishers 4rt forever trying to use the 
United Slate* as a cats paw. The projected 
visit of the King and Queen Is regarded by 
many as an attempt to Intrigue good will, 
yet If their-MaJestles had not consented to

The death of Col. Harry McGee leaver a 
great vse&Hcy In the' business and social life 
of the community. In many ^respects he 
travelled far during his 77 years of life: 
From the little village of Kllcooley, in Tip- 
perary,, Ireland, to the first vie*- presidency 
of the. T. Eaton Company marked his Jour- 
neying in the business world: and from an
